He issued the following state- 
ment: 

“After.carefully considering all 
the evidence presented by both 
the State and the defendant and 
the objections of the parties, to- 
gether with the authorities, the 
court is of the opinion and comes 
to the conclusion that the State’s 
motion to dismiss should be sus- 
tained and it is hereby so ordered. 
Defendant's motion dismissed.” 

Attorney’s Comment. 
Henry G. Morris, attorney for 
Crenshaw, said he planned to 
study the transcript of the hear- 
ing before determining his fu- 

course of action. “This is 
not the end of the case,” he 
added.

FOR TOOTHPOWDER 
WITH PENICILLIN 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 (UP)— | LAKE SUCCESS, N. v., Aug. 23 
The first toothpowder containing Relations between Russia and the 


penicillin has been authorized for 
prescription sale. 


Dr. Paul B. Dunbar, food and 
drug commissioner, said yester- 
day the toothpcwder, known as 
Dentocillin, reduced cavities by 
55 per cent during a clinical test 
with 400 Walpole (Mass.) school- 
children, 

It was developed by a Tufts 
Gollege research team headed by 
Dr. Helmut A. Zander, professor 
of dentistry. The limited sale 
authority means it will not 
sold across drug counters without 
a prescription. 

Dr. Zander said in a report to 
the American Dental Association 
that the safety and effectiveness 
of Dentocillin were established by 
tests on the laboratory animals, 
3316 prison inmates and 1964 pri- 
vate patients. 

He did not explain what condi- 
tions must be present before den- 
tists will issue a prescription. The 
powder is being produced by the 
drug division of the Andrew Jer- 
gens Co., at Cincinnati for na- 
tional distribution.

American destroyer has bom- 


barded a North Korean port and 
railway center only 60 miles from 
the Soviet border, it was an- 
nounced today. 

The destroyer hit Chongjin 
(Seishin), on the Korean north- 
east coast 145 miles from the big 
Russian naval base of Vladivostok, 
Sunday night. It was the closest 
to Russia that the U. S. Navy has 
yet struck. 

A communique reported that 
the destroyer kindled fires visible 
18 miles at sea in Chongijin’s 
railway yards, harbor installa- 
tions, warehouses, Mitsubishi iron 
works and a radio station. The 
communique called the bombard- 
ment highly successful. 

The same destroyer bombarded 
military targets in Songjin, 85 
miles down the coast, Monday 
night. Towering columns of smoke 
still were visible ovér the city 12 


United States Fifth Air Forte 
headquarters announced the reap- 
pearance of Communist planes 
with the first air attack of the 
war on Allied naval vessels Tues- 
day night. Two Yak fighters 
gunned and bombed the British 
destroyer Comus. Ten hours later 
two Yaks attacked a South Korean 
naval vessel in the Yellow sea 
southwest of Seoul.

A one-day trip, whether it be 
on the Current, Eleven Points, 
Jacks Fork, or any of the other 
famous streams of the Ozarks, is 
not sufficient to satiate the desires 
of most fishermen. A night or 
so must be spent on the gravel 
bars somewhere along the route, 


if the hunger for the outdoors 1 


is to be stilled. All day long you 
have floated the stream, past the 
huge limestone bluffs and around 
bends, anticipating a brand-new 
vista at every turn of the river. 
Laughing and dancing water on 
the shoals rushes pell-mell down- 


stream and then submerges in a 


quiet, deep pool tinged with blue 
and green, and seems to rest there 
from its strenuous endeavors. 
At twilight you are ready to 
pull the boat into a quiet, placid 
cove and build your twinkling 
campfire and rest, for you are 
tired from your day's exertions. 
Your last memories ef the evening 
are of the small driftwood camp- 
fire, glowing a dull red, and then 
all is peace and quiet and you 
awake the next morning rested 
and relaxed and fit as a fiddle 
to carry on the day’s pleasures 
of floating and fishing down a 
picturesque Ozark stream.

Ancient Example. 

That evening, glancing through 
a pocket edtition of Plutarch, this 
reporter found a description of 
the troubles of th. Roman repupb- 
lican general, Metellus, with the 
wild Iberian tribes in Spain. Near- 
ly 2000 years ago, the old his- 
torian wrote in part as follows: 

“Metellus had had experience 
in battles fought by regular 
legions of soldiers, fully armed: 
and drawn up in due order, d- 
mirably trained for encoun 
and overpowering an enemy who 
came to close combat, but entire- 
ly unfit for climbing among the 
hills, and competing incessantly 
with the swift attacks and re- 
treats of fleet mountaineers, or 
to endure hunger and thirst, or to 
live exposed to wind and weather, 
without fire or covering.” 

In the foregoing passage, you 
may simply substitute the name 
of Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker 
for that of his Roman predecessor, 
Metellus. You will then have the 
most succinct possible statement 
of one of our main difficulties in 
Korea today. 

Aversion to Hills. 

The marines above-mentioned 
had actually been trained in 
mountain war, but most of the 
troops thus far available to Walk- 
er have been trained on occupa- 
tion duty.

Wild Goose Chase. 

Russian agronomists have gone 
off on a wild goose chase under 
the whip of the state.

“Foreign policy, far from being bipartisan any 
more, is going to be the most partisan thing to 
be discussed in the autumn congressional elec- 
tions.”

Now, as we said on this vage recently, a cer- 
tain amount of constructive criticism ‘is healthy. .

But those who bring criticism into a cam- 
paign ought to be constantly aware of their high 
responsibility to the facts.

In his column today, Mr. Walter Lippmann 
argues that Republican attacks already have had 
a bad effect.

American foreign policy is not going to be at 
its wisest and its most effective best if it results 
from a struggle for partisan advantage at home.

We hope for this, but we 
are afraid that the voters will have to bear in 
mind the candidates’ temptation to forget it. 
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Why Zone Fares? 

Coming out for a 10-cent bus fare is always 
good politics. Mayor Darst's proposal of that 
fare within a three-mile inner zone bounded 
roughly by Arsenal street, Grand boulevard and 
Florissant avenue will therefore have its attrac- 
tions. It would carry more weight if there were 
some evidence that it was based on a serious 
study of the metropolitan area’s needs. 

The Mayor's idea seems to be that, if the Pub- 
lic Service Co. is going to charge premium fares 
for long-haul rides from county points into the 
city, then it ought by rights to collect a reduced 
fare for short-haul rides in the inner zone. 

In other words, he is saying that if it is a 
good idea to set up a transit-fare barrier between 
the county and the city, it must be a good idea 
to establish another such barrier between the 
various sections of the city. 

But nobody has yet demonstrated that the zone 
fare system is a good idea for St. Louis in the 
first place. What is to be gained from a fare 
structure which balkanizes the metropolitan 
community, which discourages the use of public 
transit between its various sections, which tends 
to divert traffic from busses and street cars into 
private automobiles to clog an already over- 
loaded street system? ' 

There may be a case for zone fares. Our 
point is that nobody has yet made the case. No- 
body has yet proved that the St. Louis metro- 
politan area, as the organic community it is, 
would be better off with zone fares than with- 
out: whereas there is a good deal of obvious 
evidence that the result would be detrimental. 

The Public Service Co. asked for zone 
fares as a means of getting more revenue. The 
city has to judge zone fares by their effect on 
the community. Mayor Darst should arm him- 
self with expert testimony on this point before 
he accepts the principle.

The same spirit was evident in the Senate’s 
retention of various “special privilege” amend- 
ments, which require that price controls, if im- 
posed, guarantee a profit to various processors. 
It was evident also in the Senate’s refusal to 
permit effective control of speculation. 

Instead of granting the President power to 
require speculators to use more of their own 
money, the Senate shock an admonitory finger 
at the commodity exchanges and urged them to 
set up “reasonable” regulations on trading. Yet 
it is the exchanges themselves that have most 
vigorously fought any increase in margin 
requirements. 

Altogether, it was a weak bill the Senate 
passed. The country must hope that it may be 
strengthened in conference. Meanwhile, voters 
would do well to mark how their Senators be- 
haved in this crucial phase of the home-front 
battle against inflation. Senators Kem and Don- 
nell of Missouri voted for the “all or nothing” 
amendment. Senators Douglas and Lucas of 
Illinois voted against it. 
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69 More Unsafe Hotels 

Of the 69 hotels just cited for failure to con- 
form to the fire safety ordinance, we say as we 
said of the 14 similarly cited last week: “Those 
which do not begin immediate work on safety 
measures should lose their operating permits 
and be put out of business.” 3 

The hotels have been on notice for four years 
now, since the first of the two fire safety ordi- 
nances was passed. They were reminded of 
their obligations two years ago, when the second 
of the ordinances was enacted. They have 
known all that time that unless they conformed, 
disasters which have struck other cities might 
strike St. Louis. The terrible record of 199 


deaths in three hotel fires in the United States 


in 1946 has been before them. 

Despite the grave importance of complying, 
despite notification and re-notification over a 
period of several years, six hotels out of 10 had 
not complied when Building Commissioner Baum 
looked into the situation last June. An addi- 


tional 60 days is now given in which they can at 


last make a start toward complying. 

On the record, they have been dealt with more 
than fairly, more than patiently. If the city is 
forced to crack down, the offenders will have 
invited it. 
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War Power From Rivers 

The Tennessee Valley Authority showed the 
world what efficient river valley development 
could accomplish. Now Russia has announced 
plans for a project on the Volga river, built 
around a dam which is to be bigger than Ameri- 
ca’s Grand Coulee, and far bigger than the 
Dnepr hydroelectric project. 

Russia's engineers—and experience has proved 
that they are competent engineers—announce 
that the project will provide electric power for 
Moscow, Kuibyshev and Saratov, and for the 
Soviet Union's railways; water for irrigation, and 
improved navigation on the Volga. ‘ 

But the United States, despite our knowledge 
of the vital role TVA's work played in the re- 
cent world war, is still fiddling with develop- 
ment of the even more important valleys of the 
Missouri and Columbia rivers. Their potentiali- 
ties are going to waste, because of politics, bu- 
reaucratic jealousy and the pork barrel.

Dean, Mott Praists City’s 
Newspapers at Session of 
Advertising Club. 


St. Louis’s three daily news- 
papers were praised yesterday by 
speakers at a shirtsleeve session 
of the Advertising Club at Hotel 
Statler. They were honored by 
plaques, presented to official rep- 
resentatives, for their “continu- 
ous contribution to the nation- 
wide recognition and apprecia- 
tion of the St. Louis metropol- 
itan area.” 

The history of the three news- 
papers—the Post-Dispatch, Globe- 
Democrat and Star-Times—was 
traced by Dean Frank L. Mott 
of the University of Missouri's 
School of Journalism, whose sub- 
ject was “Newspapers as Build- 
ers.” 

“No other city in the world to- 
day has three comparably great 
newspapers, with the owner in 
each case independent of any 
other newspaper,” he said. “Even 
in London, because of combined 
ownership, it is impossible to 
name three great independently- 
owned newspapers comparable to 
the papers here.” 

The necessity of establishing 
newspapers on a sound financial 
basis was expressed by Dean 
Mott, who said: “A tottering 
business is a dangerous business, 
open to sinister pressure, even 
bribery. A dead paper is of no 
use to anyone. Newspapers should 
have a healthy respect for profits 
if they are correlated with proper 
service, including payment of its 
employes.”
